The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The combined prior 
art Roberts (6,931,128) and Hawthorne (5,798,381), even when taken together, do not teach "A 
method of synchronizing encryption in a communications network between a transmitting set 
and a receiving set, the method comprising: (a) creating, at the transmitting set, a bitstream, 
said bitstream including voice data preceded by a synchronization vector that has been derived 
from a session key; 

(b) generating, at the transmitting set, an encryption signal based upon said session key 
and encrypting said bitstream with said encryption signal; 

(c) transmitting said encrypted bitstream from the transmitting set to the receiving set; 
and (d) generating, at the receiving set, said encryption signal based upon said session key 
and decrypting said encrypted bitstream using said encryption signal to identify said 
synchronization vector; and 

(e) synchronizing said encryption signal to said encrypted bitstream based on 
identification of said synchronization vector to permit recovery of said voice data from said 
encrypted bitstream."
